Speedway motorcycles will race in- 
doors in Los Angeles for the first time 
ever, in a series of three American 
Legion-sponsored Saturday night events 
beginning Aug. 30 at the Sports Arena, 

The exciting Class A speedway bikes, 
which are currently making a comeback 
after years of inactivity in this country, 
will run on a dirt track specially built 
inside the arena. 

Most top riders in the U.S, will com- 
pete, including national Class A cham- 
pion Rick Woods of Costa Mesa and 
California champ Sonny Nutter of Culver 
City. 

The exotic fuel-burning 500cc ma- 
chines they ride will hit speeds of 60 
m.p.h, while sliding sideways around 
the slightly banked dirt course virtually 
in the laps of the spectators, 

The program is a series of 24 four- 
lap races, all but the three main events 
from scratch and the feature events with 
handicaps of up to 40 yards, There will 
be four riders in each race, 

In these sprints the riders throw their 
bikes into one continual drift, leavning 
their machines over but ‘‘standing up’’ 
on them to get more weight on the tires 
and better traction in the dirt. 

The straight-up style of riding common 
in Europe was introduced here last fall 
by touring world champions Ivan Mauger 
and Barry Briggs of New Zealand, Since 
adapting to the style, local stars have 
shattered course records set by the 
visiting foreigners. 

Class A speedway motorcycle racing 
was one of Los Angeles’ favorite enter- 
tainments during the 1930s. Weekly 
races were held at Lincoln Park and 
Gilmore Stadium.

Most people today have the idea that the 
words motorcycle and outlaw go hand in 
hand. I too made this assumption until | met 
a guy who rode for fun and raced for 
excitement. This same guy invited me to 
watch him race. Expecting to be bored to 
death, I took a book along to read (I didn’t 
read a line that day).

At the latest race, July 20, at Elkhorn, 
Wisconsin I realized why these races turn me 
on so.

There is no room for 
boys on the tough, rugged track at Elkhorn. 

My fascination with speed and excitement 
also had a lot to do with getting “hooked.”

Road Race Winner. Thomas Tops At Drags.

FORT WORTH, TEXAS July 27, 1969 — 
The word is getting around that when the 
Southwest Motorcycle Racing Associa- 
tion down in Texas puts on one of its 
International Grand Prix motorcycle 
race meets, that’s where the action is, 

The SMRA held another big, action 
packed triple header meet July 27th in 
the Dallas Ft, Worth area at Green 
Valley Raceway, 

Green Valley is one of the local big 
drag strips and road racing plant, The 
road course is 1,8 miles long and is 
short and narrow for automobiles but is 
just about right for the two-wheelers, 

The start-finish line for the bikes is 
the starting line of the drag strip, The 
machines run through the 1/4 mile then 
up the hill to the hairpin first turn, Then 
back down the dragsters return roadand 
into a hard right hander, After a bumpy 
ride down the short back chute, the rid- 
ers go into a sweeping left hander that 
crosses a concrete sided bridge (no hay 
bales, either) before emptying out onto 
the straight, It gets really interesting 
watching the TT type bikes barrel through 
the sweeper with the front wheel cocked 
sideways and the riders elbows about 
chin level, 

Around noon on the 27th, while the road 
racers were still practicing, the moto- 
crossers were getting after it in the 
woods across the creek from the road 
race pits, 

The European style motocross races 
were run with two 15 minute heat races 
in 125, 250 and open classes, 

The 125s ran first and Billy Kasson, 
Penton; Ole J, Finstad, Sachs; Al Locke, 
Bultaco and Richard Rose, Yamaha 
(First through fourth in that order) 
emerged from the swarm to gather 
trophies and merchandise awards, 

Mark Moore from Plano, Texas onhis 
CZ took a step up in SMRA points stand- 
ings with a two-in-a-row victory in 
the 250 race,. 

Moore did the same thing last May at 
Green Valley only he did it in unbeliev- 
able mud last time, Now the mud had 
turned to choking dust, but that didn’t 
slow Moore down any, 

Second in the 250 race was Ed Terrell, 
Husky, and third and fourth were taken 
by Alan Dye, Ossa, and Ronnie Hutchins, 
Bultaco, 

The Open class race was the big show 
of the day as far as the motocross was 
concerned, 

Montesa team rider Tim Hart had 
come all the way from Torrance, Cali- 
fornia to ‘‘put it on” the locals and he 
did just that, Second place finisher Gayle 
Bradley riding a CZ for Competition 
Cycle Sales in Fort Worth chased Hart 
for all he was worth but Man, there just 
ain’t no way, Anybody that rides like that 
is either crazy or had E.S.P, with his 
machine, Hart started the race with a 
big red Montesa balloon taped to his 
helmet, Although Hart finished the race 
way ahead of everybody else, the balloon 
was a D.N,F. about three-quarters of the 
way through. How would you feel if you 
had to ride along with Tim Hart? Wouldn’t 
you burst too? 

James Maxwell, Maico, from Sem- 
inole, Oklahoma was third behind Hart 
and Bradley and Phil Oliver, Triumph 
was fourth. 


While the motocrossers were finish- 
ing up the Christmas tree had been 
positioned on the drag strip and the boys 
were going the quarter-mile route hard 
and furiously, 

Bob Thomas from San Antonio on his 
ferocious Harley powered dragster 
smoked the tire to take Top Eliminator. 

As soon as the dragsters finished, the 
Christmas tree was scooted out of the 
way and the road racers hit the track, 

The 100cc GP racers ran first and 
Houston’s Darryl Hurst came home a 
winner on his Van Tech/Yamaha 100 
twin, Johnny -Bryant was second on an- 
other 100 twin Yamaha and Edward 
Green on a Suzuki was third, 

Jim Lutz, rider for Terry’s Honda of 
Ft, Worth, came straight into the pits 
after a fourth place finish in the 100cc 
race, jumped on his 200cc Bultacoracer 
and went right back out to win the 200cc 
GP event. Mike Kidd, another Bultaco 
rider, was second; George Johnson, 
Yamaha, third; and Danny Forke, Honda, 
fourth, 

In the 250 GP race Dallas’ Jimmy 
Anderson (Kawasaki) and Jet Tharp(Ya- 
maha) renewed their big duel for SMRA 
points, This time Bennie Campbell poked 
his 250 Suzuki racer in between the two 
to take second, 

Anderson rode his Kawasaki to victory 
in what was probably his smoothest ride 
this season, Anderson fell at a hundred 
per in Austin a couple of months ago at 
an SMRA meet and in May at Green 
Valley had a brand new machine to sort 


out, It looks like he’s done it because 
he’s faster than greased lightning, Camp- 
bell dogged Anderson for the first half 
or so of the race but Anderson ‘‘let it 
out a little’ and stretched his lead to 
about twenty lengths or so, It should be 
remembered that Anderson and Tharp 
both ride factory built road racers and 
Campbell’s Suzuki was pretty much 
homemade, Suzuki furnished the engine 
and frame but it was left up to Campbell 
to make it go,

Finally, the race that the crowd had 
been waiting for was due, The big bikes 
took to the grid and everybody was 
anxious to see the new and mysterious 
Honda 4 run, Dan Antilley and his Honda 
of San Antonio crew had brought the ma- 
chine and rider Jody Delgado up to Green 
Valley to try to take the prize from 
Virgil Davenport and the Big D Cycle 
Trident team, 

Davenport and Delgado had one heck of 
a race, The Honda didn’t have all those 
bugs in it that lots of people expected 
and it was fast, Oh, was it fast! 

Davenport was riding the same Trident 
that he and teammate Rusty Bradley rode 
to victory in the recent Willow Springs 
12-hour Endurance race, Theirs is a 
very fast Trident, 

Unfortunately Davenport had troubles 
with his Trident and it was left to such 
riders as Bob Lane, Trident, Felipe 
Terriquez, Trident, and John Campbell, 
Norton, to chase Delgado,

Rusty Bradley, the Dallas hot-shot 
road racer, couldn’t get his Trident 
racer running right and in the second 
turn of the Grand’ Finale race, he dumped 
it trying to catch Jim Lutz’s Honda 4, 
J.C, Klusmeyer’s Norton and all the 
Tridents, He said he was just trying a 
little too hard and gassed it too much in 
the middle of the turn, 

Several thousand fans turned out to 
Green Valley to-watch the races and the 
pits were full of bikes as usual, The 
usual variety of little people and big 
people alike were blazing their respec- 
tive trails through the pits at about a 
thousand miles an hour and some of the 
worst falls of the day were when two (or 
more) of the- “pit racers” came together 
trying to occupy the same plot of ground 
at the same instant, 

The SMRA (that’s Southwest Motor- 
cycle Racifig*Association, remember?) 
really puts on some outstanding races, 
The Stock Production races are popular 
and very competitive, . Even racers that 
have exotic Grand Prix machinery ride 
the stock production bikes, Of course, 
the dealers notice these races because 
there’s no disputing the sales value of 
stock production racing, 

Next stop on the SMRA Circuit will be 
at Green Valley again on Sept, 7th, 
Many out-of-state riders are coming to 
these races and several of the top West 
Coast racers have vowed to make it to 
the Valley inSeptember, The SMRA gives 
some of the most impressive trophies 
around and they are very liberal with the 
merchandise awards.

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MANN TAKES IT FE SHORT TRACK NATIONAL 


CHAMPIONSHIP

HINSDALE, ILL. Aug. 15 — A whopping 
big field of 47 Experts turned out for the 
National Short Track at Santa Fe Speed- 
way, and Dick Mann beat 46 of them to 
end a long dry spell away from the win- 
ner’s circle, 

One of the thrills of the vening was 
the arrival of Barry Briggs, famed 
British speedway champion, ona Yamaha 
that looked like it would have been more 
at home two weeks before at the York 
National Hill Climb, Briggs’ speedway- 
short track hybrid hada mile long frame, 
rear vertical front forks, and handlebars 
that looked like a divining rod, Califor- 
nians may be used to such stunts, but 
mid-westerners had never seenanything 
like it. During practice laps, with Barry 
running the turns full song, standing 
straight up in the saddle, looking like he 
was about to take to the high side at any 
moment, the crowd went crazy. Unfor- 
tunately, they were togetlittle more than 
an exhibition run, During the first heat 
Barry, who had set fifth fastest time, 
loaded up on the line, and in National 
Short Track a cough at the start is no 
less than a death rattle, He got off dead 
last and went flying after the pack, the 
Yammy screaming like a chain saw, but 
was unable to move up to a transferring 
position. 

Winner of that heat was Sid Carlson, 
with Californians Grant Brown, Mert 
Lawwill, and Jim Rice placing second 
through fourth respectively, 

In the second heat Mark Brelsford 
carried the H-D standard, beating Ro- 
mero, Palmgren, and Duhammel, 

The third heat brought a tooth and 
claw battle between Bart Markel and Dick 
Mann, but Bart was unable to overtake 
the flying red Ossa. Bill O’Brien fol- 
lowed on a Bultaco, 

In the final Expert heat Neil Keen, a 
local favorite, came home onhis Yamaha 
ahead of the Harleys of Jim McMurren 
and Roger Reimann, 

Things were shaping up for a specta- 
cular final with Mang, Markel, and Keen 
favored, But first the 31 amateurs had 
at it with Gordon Dusenbury, Ken Press- 
grove, and Charlie Chapple winning the 
heats, 

The first Expert Semi brought back 
the Markel-Mann battle, and this time 
Bart got sweet revenge, with the same 
gears and fire, but a good deal more 
determination, Bart went at it so furi- 
ously that his best lap was a full third 
of a second faster than the best lap of 
Mark Brelsford, second Semi winner, 
Afterwards, Bart said to Dick O’Brien, 
“That Mann is mean, he took half of my 
clutch handle on the first lap.’’ O’Brien 
said, ‘I noticed you getting a little close 
too,” and Bart replied, “ʻI was just trying 
to get my handle back.” 

In the Amateur final it was a wire to 
wire race between Don Castro and Char- 
lie Chapple. Don had gone to a BSA, and 
Charlie was on a Neil Keen tuned Yama- 
ha, and they both like their rides, Char- 
lie wanted it bad and did everything in 
his power to go over, under, above, and 
below Castro, but he took the checker a 
few inches behind, where he had been 
the whole race. 

For the National Championship they 
lined up in the order of Markel, Brels- 
ford, Carlson, Rayborn, Mann, Keen, 
O’Brien, McMurren, Brown, Palmgren, 
Rice, and Romero, Markel misseda shift 
off the line and fell into fifth position 
behind Keen, Rayborn, Mann, and Brels- 
ord, Mann grabbed second away from 
Rayborn on the second lap, and Markel 
moved ahead of Brelsford, but Keen col- 
lected his $10 per lap to the fullamount 
of $140, In the meantime Mann was work- 
ing away at him,ever more thaninches 
away, and Markel was a short distance 
behind, having passed Brelsford. On lap 
thirteen Keen and Mann crossed the line 
in a dead heat, and Bart was right on 
their rear wheels, Rayborn’s Sprint 
started to sound a little hollow, and Mark 
moved up and started pushing Markel, On 
the twentieth lap he got him, Keen had 
lost the lead on the fourteenth lap, but 
struggled to regain it all the way. In the 
final turn he gave up trying togetaround 
Mann, and seemed to try going over him, 
When they crossed the line Keen was 
inches back in a screaming wheelie that 
had begun in the middle of the last turn.

Threatening skies cut attendance, 
which was anticipated to be in the range 
of 12 to 15,000. Luckily the storm ar- 
rived just as the last run was com- 
pleted, leaving the poor bikers with the 
equally odious choice of aquaplaning 
through the night or skulking around 
under turnpike overpasses, Most 
skulked. 

The Class B Championship (30 Cu, In., 
fuel, unlimited) became an anti-climax 
after the first run when Columbus, 
Ohio’s Doyle Disbennett unlimbered his 
500cc BSA for a new record of 6,72 sec. 
He was 2 little tardy in hitting the kill 
button, however, and flew over the sum- 
mit, dropping his machine and spraining 
his wrist, 

Disbennett ended up driving 350 miles 
only to make a single run since none of 
the other 17 riders could equal his time 
with 3 tries apiece. Second place finisher 


Jim Thompson is also a Beezer rider 
from Columbus, 

Then came the big boys; the really 
super hot equipment, Class A profes- 
sional hillclimbers are allowed 80 cubic 
inches, fuel and unlimited engine and 
frame modifications, All year these rid- 
ers have been competing in points events 
in order to make the top fifteen, This 
year, though, the I.B.M, lost its mind 
and accidentally invited 17 Class A and 
18 Class B riders. To avoid hard feel- 
ings all were allowed to compete. 

First rider up was Earl Bowlby. Rid- 
ing an extremely stock appearing BSA 
Earl vaulted to the top in a quick 5,98 
and retired to await a challenge. It didn’t 
take long. Beeze Wendt, a local boyfrom 
York, Pa. straddled his fantastic girder- 
forked Vincent and let fly with another 
5.98. This was the first time in National 
Hillclimb history that there was a tie 
within 1/100th of a second, 

The rest of the day was spent trying to 
beat 5.98, The riders knew it was quite 
possible, since the hill record was down 
in the 5,15’s. Stars such as Joe Hem- 
mis, Larry Huber, Lou Gerencer and 
Gordon Mitzell all tried thrice with 
little success, And of course Wendt and 
Bowlby strived mightily to break their 
tie, But alas, it was not to be. 

As darkness began to fall along with 
the first drops of rain, Wendt went to 
the line for his 4th and final run, Up and 
over he went with a 6.45, Now the pres- 
sure was pn owlby. All he had to do 
was make a moderately fast climb to 
retain the title, And he went up with

In England

We boarded our plane in Los Angeles 
Saturday night, July 27 and took off fora 
very bumpy ride, After circling in the 
fog for half an hour we landed at John F. 
Kennedy Airport in New York Sunday 
morning, The airline check stand was 
closed so we waited several hours and 
finally checked our luggage. Have you 
ever tried to cram all of your racing 
gear, personal belongings, and regular 
clothes into a suitcase with a maximum 
44 pounds allowed! We barely made itby 
carrying our most prized tools in our 
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all night Monday and all day 
Tuesday, This took us through Parisand 
to Beauvais which is about half way 
between Paris and Calais, At Beauvais 
we had hot baths and eleven hours sleep 
all for 38 pesetas, (less than 50¢! We 
proceeded to Calais on Wednesday and 
had to wait a considerable time for the 
ferry to Dover, 

All the way through Spain and France 
we cruised along about fifty miles per 
hour but the other traffic on these nar- 
row, winding roads was going at sixty 
five and seventy miles per hour. The 
maps and road signs here leave some- 
thing to be desired as compared to our 
U.S.A,! As the van is right hand drive, 
the passenger on the left seat becomes 
an assistant driver, since we drive on 
the right side of the road in most coun- 
tries, If you come up behind a big truck 
you need someone on the left side to be 
sure no one is coming before passing, 
Gasoline is quite expensive (about 75¢ 
per gallon) but the van has a very effi- 
cient V-4 engine which keeps the cost 
down somewhat. 

After hassling in London to get in- 
surance for the van we drove to Thunder- 
sley which is in Essex, The Greeves 
factory is located here, When we ar- 
rived their doors were close as it was 
six p,m, We decided to spend the night 
in owr van across the street. The people 
on the continent are very nice but the 
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people over here in England are very 
friendly and are anxious to help us, 

The next day, Friday, August 1st, we 
were welcomed to the factory and shown 
all around, The thing that interested me 
most was that they have their own 
foundry where all the alloy castings 
are made that go into the construction 
of Greeves motorcycles. 

Saturday, we started for the Scrambles 
Races at Sudbury as we wished to travel 
slowly and see the country around us, 
We had no machines to ride as our 
A.C.U. licenses hadn’t arrived, On Sat- 
urday we walked the scrambles course, 
It was about one 1/4 miles around and 


fast, Each race was four 
laps. John Pease from the Greeves fac- 
tory placed second in his heat race and 
won the main event, He also won a large 
cup for the special race of theday. John, 
at the present time, is the Eastern 
Center high point leader, 

Sunday night we were outside of Chels- 


A.C.U. approved, stamped helmets are 
required here, We are then to go back to 
the Greeves factory where they arepre- 
paring two 380 Greeves Griffons andone 
250 Griffon which we will get Tuesday. 
John Pease is to take us out to an area 
this week where we can break them in, 
He has arranged for us to use his tools 
and spares and hasaplaceat the Greeves 
factory where we can wash and clean 
our machines, The second 250 Griffon 
will be delivered later this week and we 
are hopeful of riding in some races on 
Sunday, August 10th, All the people here 
in England have certainly treated us 
well, especially so at the Greeves fac- 


tory. 

Will try to keep you informed about 
our trip as we go along. So far we have 
no real problems, We did tighten the fan 
belt on the van (our home) Saturday 
morning.

Ed Hinds.His Velo, And His Dale Carnegie Oranges 
Roll Through Morocco 


Since you often have tour reports on 
trips around the West I thought you 
might be interested in a little different 
part of the world, 

I had the money and was feeling rich 
so I stopped in at Geoff Dodking’s shop 
in London and bought a brand new shiny 
black Clubman Veeline Mk II, Three 
weeks later it was so dirty and crudy 
people thought it was an old used bike — 
how sad, 

I knew the weather would be bad 
around this time, February, in England 
and Europe but I was tired of working 
and going to school and didn’t want to 
put off the trip. 

That first 500 miles was real work in 


the rain, snow, and cold, The bike has 
drop bars to go with the fairing (which 
is a lifesaver in the cold), I’m not sure 
who got broken in, me or the bike, even 
my ears hurt from the new riding glass- 
es I had, After 3000 miles I still gota 
pain at the base of my neck and into the 
left shoulder, I guess that’s the price you 
pay for looking like a G.P., star. How do 
those guys in the 12 and 24 hour races 
do it? 


MUD SCRAMBLES 


Two things about the shorttour around 
southern England. I stopped to seea mud 
scrambles, the type that you hear so 
much about, Personally, it was not as 
good as I thought it would be. Some of the 
experts and juniors looked impressive 
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but if the course had been dry there 
would have been nothing to it. (Maybe 
that’s the point.) The hardest part had tc 
be the long downhill with two 90 degree 
off-camber turns and three man made 
jumps, The juniors ran three lap heats 
which took about 8 to 10 minutes, and 
there were quite a few dropouts during 
the heats, After the second lap many 
looked ready to quit, The experts faired 
better but they ran only 6and 8 lap races 
and by half distance the leaders had 
lapped many of the also rans, I know that 
this wasn’t a big important race with TV 
and lots of cash but itlooked to me like a 
typical race back in the states (except 
for the mud), a lot of people out to have 
some fun and a few thatare real serious, 


BRANDS HATCH 


I went to Brands Hatch to watch road 
racing practice a few days later. There 
was only a light snow falling which really 
didn’t seem to bother anyone, Every 
Wednesday is practice day for both cars 
and bikes and as I understand it anyone 
can pay their money and go out to see 
what they can do, All types were out 
there from the immaculate Gus Kaun 
bikes to the one lap wonders, Maybe 
later when the weather is warmer I 
might try the Velo around there but 
when it is snowing you got to be serious. 

The snow chased me out of England 
a few days later, After that it was just 
rain, Really the weather across France 
and Spain wasn’t all that bad but you 
tend to remember the bad days. Won’t 
say much about France except that it is 
one very expensive country. It seemed 
everything cost more there than in the 
States except for the wine and bread and 
even that was cheaper in Spain, I went 
through the little country of Andorra 
which is a big ski resort this time of the 
year and packed with Frenchmen. There 
is one little drawback to the country. 
The highway department doesn’t scrape 
the roads clear of snow but only packs 
it down to good solid ice and then just 
roughs up the surface to keep down the 
ruts, Rode for five to ten miles on the 
stuff, up one side of a pass and down the 
other, no trouble really, but it does keep 
you on your toes, 

I wasn’t sure where I was heading but 
even ona sunny day in Spain it was still 
cold, It seemed that the farther south I 
went the worse the weather got, One day 
I would be in a really bad wind which 
would blow me all over the road (the 
very surface of the roads made it an 
interesting ride, up and down, side to 
side and forward). I was really glad 
there was no rain with the wind and 
sure enough, the next day, same wind but 
with rain, The rain was at least warm in 
the south which was an improvement, 
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I had heard Morocco contained guar- 
anteed sunshine. Since I was asfar south 
as the land would go I put the Velo 
aboard the ferry and left for the pro- 
mised warmth. 


DO LIKE MAUREEN LEE 

Morocco to me was a land of many 
contrasts and always changing, This 
makes it hard to write about, no general 
statements seem to work, There aretwo 
ways of making a report of a trip like 
this, You can describe each day of travel, 
what area was covered and whathappen- 
ed or you can do like M, Lee does when 
she reports on the big races, and just 
give impressions of the whole thing. 
Morocco is, I guess, what you call a 
developing nation and its economy seem- 
ed to me to be very much like Mexico, 
Many parts of the country are very 
modern with lots of money being spent, 
The rest of the small towns appear poor 
and backward. The country does seem 
very productive, with most of the land 
being utilized and plenty of jobs for 
the people. 

The land itself is very beautiful with 
a great variety of terrain. But if all you 
like to see is mountains and rivers you 
could stay right at home, Justaboutany- 
place I went I could think of a part of 
California that looked just like it, includ- 
ing the Sahara, What really makes the 
trip and keeps the scenery from just 
being another mountain or valley to look 
at is the farms and villages, When these 
people farm they don’t play around, they 
use all the land. A few rocks (like al- 
most solid pavement) or the steepness 
of a hill doesn’t keep a place from being 
used, The towns and the way they are 
built change with the country. 


GOOD PAVEMENT 


One other thing that really makes it 
great are the roads. I thas to be one of 
the best places for cycle travel ever, 
There had been some real bad storms 
in the north that caused a number of bad 
washouts and rougħ spots but this was 
not normal, You could go into a corner 
at a good clip and be sure of there being 
pavement all the way through which is 
not true in some countries. Going across 
some of the big valleys and parts of the 
desert you had long straight sections 
but generally the roads just follow the 
hills and are a real joy to ride, It’s not 
very crowded even on the main routes 
and on the byways I sometimes went for 
twenty miles or more without meeting 
another car or trcuk, You did have to be 
careful though because the trucks ‘‘own 
the road’’ and plan on you getting out of 
their way. Like in other countries the 
roads seem to have waves in them which 
keep down the top speed, but really there 
is too much to see to go blasting through 
the countryside. 

In some appearances and to many 
people I suppose the place would be 
considered very backward, If you like 
your sanitation facilities clean and mod- 
ern and demand class A restaurants 
maybe Morocco isn’t for you. You can 
have these but it will cost a bit,

about motorcycle racing is that you can 
never really be sure of a “sure” win, 
except when Bud Nice takes the lead in 
the first corner of the main event, In this 
particular case there was no one able to 
get near enough to even challenge, even 
though he let up from his first few fast 
laps, His only competition for the main 
came from H-D rider Ben Moser who 
really worked at trying to catch up.

line the brake rod was hanging and was 
removed, The restart put Kenyon into 
second place by a healthy margin but not 
close enough to first to be a challenge 
as the rear brake is somewhat of an ad- 
vantage for deep turn braking, Suddenly 
the black flag was thrown for Kenyon and 
he was told that he could not finish, The 
man who called this ‘‘shot’’ had no au- 
thority to do so and the club referee 
recognized this and said that they all 
could ride the main event, 

Kenyon ran away with the main with 
John Gennai second and Jon Silva third, 
Silva was very vocal in his displeasure 


of having Kenyon in front of him, but that 
was as far as it went. Back in fourth or 
fifth place stood Les Costanza who didn’t 
think this was right and so he protested 
in writing and the protest was upheld as 
the rulebook is quite specific, The fool- 
ish part of this is the pettiness of the 
protest and the inability of the club 
referee to settle the problem before the 
event was run, The club will move toa 
new location for their events next year 
and this kind of thing can degrade their 
image in one event and possibly detract 
from getting the proper sanctions, 

Double trophy winners included Dave 
Clark with two third in the 650 Ex, and 
250 Ex, Al Kenyon was a double trophy 
winner before the protest with a win in 
the 250 Ex. and a second in the 500 Ex, 
Both were on equipment prepared by 
their fathers. John Abacherli also joined 
the double trophy with a win in 250 Am. 
on a Bultaco and a second on his BSA in 
the 650 Am, John is the new wrencher at 
Kenyon’s shop, 

Sherwin Kimball did his thing in the 
200 Amateur with a win in the heat race 
and in the main, Ivan Shigemasa, from 
Salinas, made a vain attempted to chal- 
lenge Kimball but had to be content with 
another second, 

Youngest of the Brelsford clan, Scott, 
trophied in the 100ce Novice class and 
this gets all the Brelsfords into very 
active racing.

It proved to be a long day for Al 
(Shakey) Davis as he got more tired with 
each lap and almost let Paul McDaniel 
get by him in the final moto of the 250 
Junior class, Al’s Suzuki pulled away 
from Paul’s Yamaha and Mike Beardsly 
took third and Mike Beanway was fourth, 

38 riders crowded into the first turnin 
the 125 Junior race, Greg Johnson sort- 
ed his Sachs out from the mob and came 
in first, Randy Piepforn was second and 
Sachs rider Milt Hayes from Oxnard 
took third. The 125 Senior division was 
won by Richard Allen aboard a Yamaha, 
He was followed by Mike David and Sachs 
man Bob Fortier. 


In contrast to last year’s soupy and 
unpredictable conditions on the Bonne- 
ville Salt Flats the 1969 Bonneville Na- 
tionals will be run over a course that 
has optimum characteristics and will 
almost assuredly allow record machine 
builders to make changes in the books. 

Glenn Deeds, President of Bonneville 
National, made a reconnaissance flight 
to the vast white and reported his findings 
at a recent meeting of the 200 Mile per 
Hour Club, Deeds said that the area has 
received more rain this season than in 
the ten previous. However, he said the 
condition of the salt is much dryer than 
at the beginning speed week last year, 
Deeds explained that a graded up road 
separates the course from the foothills 
that normally drain their rain water onto 
the salt. Although this dryness makes for 
a rougher course Deeds thinks that it 
might become an advantage because the 
course could accept 5 or 6 inches of un- 
expected rain without driving the com- 
petitors home, 

Deeds sums up the salt by saying, 
“It’s in good shape this year, I think 
there will be no problem at all.’’ 

The traditional 9 mile course will be 
shortened this year to 8 miles because 
of the requests of a private land owner 
at one end of the run. Another change is

that the longer of the two courses used 
will be on the side away from the return 
road, This eliminates any danger cuased 
when a short course vehicle crosses the 
long course to reach the return road, 

Coordinator of the AMA motorcycle 
entries, Earl Flanders and spokesmen 
from the 200 Mile per Hour Club agree 
that the 1969 Bonneville Nationals will 
be the “year of the motorcycles”. The 
car and bike entries are almost equal in 
number and as the post entries filter in 
the two-wheelers may out number the 
cars, 

Interest in the motorcycle division 
seems to center around the 750cc class- 
es because of the new production engines 
being introduced in this size bracket, 
14 of the 16 classes for 750cc powered 
bikes have been filled by builders and 
riders from all over the States, 

From Detroit, Robert Leppan is re- 
turning with his Gyronaut streamliner, 
This time it is powered by two Triumph 
750cc engines and he hopes to better the 
245 mph mark that he put in the AMA 
record book in the 1966 contest. 

Although many 750cc records- will 
likely be set, Flanders feels that the 
new engines will flower even better next 
year after tuners have had more time 
to develop their potential,

Cycle Courses 
Proposed As 
Safety Measure 


By W. M. Askins

With the phenomenal increase in oper- 
ations of motorcycles throughout the 
nation, legislation is pending in many 
states for enactment of laws and regula- 
tions governing ownership and qualifica- 
tions and uses of cycles. Practically all 
proposed legislation is safety-oriented. 

Five regional workshops on Motor- 
cycle Safety Education have been held in 
the nation, under the sponsorship of the 
National Commission on Safety Education 
and with the cooperation of the Motor- 
cycle, Scooter and Allied Trades Associ- 
ation. 





The drive for motorcycle safety legis- 
lation comes from two sources simul- 
taneously. Officials of motor vehicle 
departments of the various states, say 
that so many of the cycle accidents need 
not happen or should not be as damaging 
as they are — if cycles were under the 
same codes as automobiles are under,A 
second motorcycle safety group is made 
up of educators, most of them in the high 
schools, who are urging that courses in 
cycle ownership and operations be offer- 
ed to students, in the same pattern as 
driver education courses are offered for 
ear driving. 

Coordinator for the regional workshop 
for the West, held in Sacramento, was 
Robert Terry of the California State 
Department of Education, The purpose of 
the workshop, sponsored by 12 national 
safety and driver and education organi- 
zations, was, ‘‘to share with your col- 
leagues and counterparts in your region 
of the United States, in devising plans for 
meeting the urgent needs for motorcycle 
safety education where you live and

On the subject of Motorcycle Safety 
Education, Terry gives as his viewpoint 
of the situation: 

It seems readily apparent that motor 
cycle safety education must be included 
within the parameter of traffic safety. 
When we contemplate the fact that over 
400,000 motorcycles are registered in 
California we are at once confronted 
with the realization that the point in 
time has been reached where ın a defini- 
tive method of education must be devel- 
oped to implement an efficient merging 
of motorcycle transportation into the 
traffic complex. 

Persons who are familiar with the de- 
velopment of high school automobile 
driver education will no doubt recall the 
difficulties of establishing and maintain- 
ing this program. No doubt motorcycle 
driver education will incur similar diffi- 
culties prior to achieving the goals and 
objectives envisioned by those of us 
who recognize the need for this endeavor. 

In my opinion the course of action for 
development of this program will have 
been made easier due to the experiences 
of those who pioneered the automobile 
driver education programs. Additionally, 
national recognition of the need for mo- 
torcycle operator education and training 
courses is substantiated by the inclu- 
sion of motorcycle safety as one of six- 
teen standards which make up the Nation- 
al Highway Safety Program. The follow- 
ing extract from the Highway Safety Pro- 
gram Manual Vol. 3, Chapter IV, par. 2 b 
is of an informative nature to assist 
State and local agencies in implementing 
their highway safety programs and ap- 
pears worthy of promulgation: (Additional 
paragraph of Volume 3 deals with pro- 
gram development, licensing, operation, 
protective equipment, vehicle equipment, 
vehicle inspection, motorcycle crash and 
injury records and reports.) 

“2. Motorcycle Operator Education and 

Training” 
«.“b. Objectives. 
The State driver education program 
should provide for the establishment 
and administration of motorcycle 
operator education and training 
courses. An individual completing 
such a course should understand and 
appreciate each essential facet in- 
volved in safe operation of a motor- 
cycle under all traffic conditions, 
classes of roads and highways, and 
climatological conditions.” 

At present the National Commission 
on Safety Education is sponsoring a na- 
tional project on motorcycle safety edu- 
cation. The Western Regional Workshop 
for this project was conducted in Sacra- 
mento on June 19-20. Upon conclusion of 
the final workshop in Springfield Illinois, 
July 9-10 a final instrument will be de- 
veloped which should prove of tremen- 
dous value in program organization and 
development. Needless ay, the value 
of such a document can be realized 
through implementation. 

The great success of our space pro- 
gram has been achieved through action, 
certainly not project papers and words 
alone. And I would submit that the ulti- 
mate California Motorcycle Safety Pro- 
gram will get off the drawing boards only 
through action on the part of dedicated 
persons who accept a challenge in the 
pursuit of excellence for a worthy cause. 
I have complete confidence that the 
challenge will be met with courage and 
vigor! 

Terry, one of California’s foremost 
authorities on vehicle safety, isa gradu- 
ate of the University of San Francisco, 

Terry is a Past President of the 
California Driver Education Association 
and legislative representative for three 
years, He served as a member of the 
advisory board for the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on Traffic Safety, Presently heis 
serving as a consultant for driver edu- 
cation with the California State Depart- 
ment of Education,

“BIGGER BANGERS” 


Maico has built a 480cc engine, Object 
being to get enough power and torque so 
they can fit only three speeds. With 
fewer gear changes they figure to be 
faster on a given course. 

The 480 was tried at West German GP 
but both works riders reverted to their 
normal 360 mounts when they found it 
impossible to gear low enough fora slow 
hairpin turn, It was ridden by German 
Ernst Schmidt to a 14 and 18th in the 
two legs. 


"DALESMAN LIVES’ 


I finally got mine, A 125 Puch engined, 
British framed motocross racer, Its the 
Dalesman, by Peter Edmondson and the 
same one that Joe Roberts is handling in 
Belgium, It must be one of the few 125’s 
that are really intended for racing. Its 
full sized, big wheeled and long wheel 
based. When you sit on it you don’t feel 
as though you’re on a unicycle like some 
warmed over 100s. 

It comes in a kit, when you lay it all 
out it makes quite a pile. Everything is 
apart and only the engine is assembled 
in one unit, The Dalesman frame has a 
large diameter tube running from the 
steering head straight back to the begin- 
ning of the seat. Then two smaller tubes 
go back to pick up the top mount of the 
rear shocks, then down and forward to 
the swing arm mount. Two small tubes 
also come down from the top/main tube 
to the swing arm mount, behind the en- 
gine, and two goforward under the engine 
and up to the steering head again, The 
swing arm is quite large and most rigid 
and chain adjustment is conventional, 

Front forks are the REH heavyweights. 
The conical front brake hub in aluminum 
is also by REH, Rear shocks are the 
tried and true Girlings with 88 pound 
springs. Tires are Dunlop Sports— 3,00x 
20 on the front and the new wide 4,00x18 
rear. Pegs are solid and bolted on, quite 
a bit towards the rear, Tank andfenders 
are alloy, The seat is a thin, flattrian- 
gular thing. 

Now the theory of the Dalesman be- 
comes evident, Its heavy duty frame and 
suspension are intended to take the same 
poundings as a much bigger bike. The 
geometry is the same proven sizes that 
make 250s and even 360s stay upright and 
on the ground, And thisisasitshould be. 
Its quite clear to everyone by now that 
little bikes can turn in lap times com- 
parable to big bores (at least on tracks 
we have here) so it stands to reason that 
similar suspensions are needed, I can 
think of only two, maybe three, other 
125s that the same can be said for. 

Only the engine is miniature, To look 
at it you’d never guess it, Its broad 
finning on the barrel looks bigger than 
most 250s and its massive radial finned 
head matches, A peek inside the barrel 
discloses a chrome bore in the alloy 
casting with a bunch of dimples around 
the upper end above the ports. The ports 
are generous without being extreme and 
appear clean and neat, The head carries 
its plug central in a neat hemi shape, 

So far the only other thing noticed is 
the tiny clutch, I’ve been busy putting the 
whrle bike together and haven’t yet had 
much chance to pry deeper, That clutch 
can afford to be small, though, because 
its mounted on the engine shaft— before 
the power gets multiplied by reduction, 
And it does make for a narrower caseat 
the rear where your feet are going tobe, 

By next weeks column I expect tohave 
it completed and probably raced at least 
once, I can then give some idea of its 
potential.,.good or bad,

Two more turns, one 
uphill and one downhill, precede the mud- 
hole, Once out of the grease everyone 
started into their next lap. 

The 125 class, division 1, lined up at 
8:30, In each race the lead shifted almost 
constantly. Burt Severy took a second in 
the first race behind a hard charging Al 
Wurtzel, In their second race they fell 
way back with David Garber taking first 
and Dennis Chandler following second. 
The third event ended in the same way 
and so did the days totals, 

In division 2, Mark Cook kept his Bul- 
taco upright to take twofirstanda second 
behind Richard Foshay. Foshay to the 
first, a second and a fourth to take home 
the days second place title. 

The 125 senior class started with Bill 





Silverthorn going ahead but he was push- 
ed constantly by Lars Larson and on his 
heels was Mike Runyard, From last, 
Bailey moved up to fifth behind Gene 
Cannady. The second race turned into 
bad luck for Silverthorn and Larson as 
they tangled, Canady got in front and 
Silverthorn couldn’t come back for more 
than second, Cannady didn’t slack off a 
bit, taking the first race and first over- 
all, Silverthorn barely hung on the last 
race but took second overall just ahead 
of Lars Larson, 

With the 125’s done for the day, the big

Or: No Protection Without Representation

That Harvard psychiatrist started 
something, If he can generalize about 
syndromes so can we, And one of the 
syndromes that has bothered us the most 
as motorcycle riders, is the ‘‘safety- 
syndrome”, 

A syndrome, since no one has ex- 
plained it yet, isa collection of symptoms 
which are characteristic of a disease, 

Taken to the limits that some safety 
people take it, safety can be a disease, 

For example there was a reply in a 
L.A. paper to a question concerning the 
relative safety of motorcycles andautos. 
Motorcycles had, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council, five timesas many 
fatalities per million miles, Well, every- 
body in the motorcycle field knows there 
has never been any near-accurate esti- 
mate of the annual mileage on motor- 
cycles so I called the National Safety 
Council for their source, Turned out it 
was the Bureau of Public roads who 
measures the tax from gas, estimates 
the gallons of gas sold, pro rates the 
types of vehicles registered and arrives 
at a guess as to the annual mileage of 
each type, Accuracy! The National Safety 
Council then picks up this guess and 
advises that motorcycles are five times 
as likely to be fatal, 

There isn’t any really valid way to 
measure the relative safety of motor- 
cycles. Based on M/C andauto registra- 
tions in California M/C fatalities are 
slightly higher, But there are obviously 
a large number of motorcycles used oc- 
casionally on the streets and country 
roads whichare notcurrently registered, 
And, many autos are registered which 
are rarely driven, 

The National Safety Council has never 
been any friend of ours, 

Last year a national press release of 
theirs headlined “Tougher Laws, Fewer 
Cycle Accidents”. With a perfectly 
straight face this article acclaimsa drop 
in national fatalities on motorcycles 
from 2050 to 2000 in the previous year, 
They then estimate that motorcycle re- 
gistration will rise 300,000 in the coming 
year and credit the abrupt drop in fatal- 
ities to tougher laws, helmets, eye pro- 
tection and licens: in 33 states, With 
their face still si it they point to the 
dramatic rise in fatalities in California 
+319 to 326 without mentioning that the 
registration of motorcycles in California 


increased from 310,000 to 381,000 
in the same time, That’s a 71,000 in- 
crease, 

It is no surprise that people who work 
in a field become involved with the aims 
of that field and accordingly somewhat 
biased, There are two sides or more to 
each question and we all tend to see the 
one we’re on, We’re kind of biased in 
favor of motorcycles. But a recent dis- 
cussion with a safety-expert was never- 
theless an eye-opener, Each casulaty was 
to him like the one-that-got-away to the 
fisherman, a personal challenge. He was 
thoroughly convinced that enough tests 
and standards and laws and limits and 
order and education would eliminate or 
nearly eliminate traffic casualties, 

We appreciate his concern with our 
welfare. But we wish he was as con- 
cerned with our freedom, 

Someplace along that line the cog is 
slipped, Somewhere between concern and 
involvement safety becomes a disease, 
At the point where he is more concerned 
with the trend of statistics than the right 
of the individual to live his life accord- 
ing to his own values, the safety-expert 
becomes not a benefit but a menace, You 
can feel it more than measure it when 
working with them, The numbers on that 
sheet are reality; life slips into fantasy, 
It matters only that we live, that their 
cause proves itself by a decrease in 
casulaties, that they can point to their 
figures each year and perpetuate their 
place in the organization, 

To question the authority of statistics, 
to argue the virtue of simple survival is 
to be a heretic, Safety people look atyou 
as though you were a murderer, as 
though you had suggested setting up a 
machinegun along the roadway if you 
challenge the quantity of life in behalf 
of the quality, 

The best thing we could do with the 
National Safety Council and all the other 
safety organizations (there are surpris- 
ingly many, all working for our protec- 
tion without our consent) would be to 
teach them all to ride motorcycles, I 
doubt that this is possible because my 
estimate of the safety-syndrome is that 
it is full of fear and doubt, Maybe we 
should teach them how to live, too; but 
that wouldn’t be fair, They have a right 
to be safet, they have a right to do their 
thing, It would be nice if they saw it 
that way too, 


Happiness Is A Trip To 
Huntington Beach

HUNTINGTON BEACH, Cal,, August 10, 
1969 — Happiness is. getting off the line 
last in a Novice 100 heat and onthe final 
lap discovering that everyone in front of 
you has fallen off, 

It happened to David Tudos on a 
Kawasaki Sunday afternoon and was more 
than a fitting beginning for TT Scrambles 
on a very smooth and dust-free track at 
Huntington Beach Cycle Park, 

The combination of heats for some 
classes and motocross scoring for others 
left even the organizers a bit dazed by 
the day’s end, Seems that some of the 
“help” didn’t come through at the last 
minute and some new folks helped roll 
the ball, For those of you who didn’t 
show as scheduled, my personal feel- 
ings are ‘‘why don’t you keep going 
where you were headed?” 

Ever hear of Gary Wells from Las 
Vegas? Big guy. Maybe 200 pounds, 
Rides the big stuff and doesn’t do too 
well, Right? Wrong. He’s a little guy 
who weighs maybe 100 pounds, Twelve 
years old, rides a Bridgestone 100in the 
100 and 125 class and a 175 in the 175 
and 200 class, He is 90% brave and 10% 
body, and he comes from Las Vegas 
every other week to race hard, You read 
about him last week, just didn’t want 
you to forget him. 

Mike Hannson’s Bul propelled him toa 
1/2 lap lead in the Novice 250 heat and 
indicated to the fans that there was more 
to come in the Novice 350 motos, In the 
first one he drew up a forty yard lead 
over many Hondas with valves. You 
remember valves, don’t you? Well, any- 
way, four guys were packing in so tight 
for second that there wasn’t room for 


any dumb mistakes or second chances, 
Some how after laps of such goings on 
Barry Mayer inched out to second at the 
finish, Hannson did ‘em again in the 2nd 
350 moto on the Mitco Bul, In the 3rd 
moto, he killed it in the lead, restarted 
after all had passed and still charged to 
5th showing how a Bul can swap ends at 
speed on a straight, Hair! 

Amateur-Expert motos were wild to 
watch too! Gary Wells was up front 
every time we looked up in the 175 
motos, They let him ride the 250 Novice 
on his 175 to make laps, and he gave 
them heck, 

A 250 Amateur-Expert moto was the 
trophy winner for cool! Lance Vallery 
on a Bul was really strumming on the 
throttle cable in the first lap, and Dean 
Butterfield who had been right behind 
him made a beautiful move to the inside 
of the track where the ‘‘marbles’’ abide, 
and passed him at the tight radius of a 
left hander, Mike Toussau astride a 
Green Streak Kawasaki was taking this 
all into consideration back in third place, 
just feet away, A lap or two later, down 
the long straight, he pulled alongside 
the Butterfield piloted Yamaha, About 
then, he reached over and tapped old 
Butterfield on the shoulder, waved, and 
cut out through the turn for an eventual 
win, Butterfield hung in there for second 
behind the racer whopolitely passed him, 

Many racers rode excellently and 
certainly were every bit as deserving 
of mention as those we did write about, 
Only the lack of sufficient information 
from officials prevented our covering 
these gentlmen, No riders had exclusive 
talent; they all raced hard, 





We have had some comments recently 
from riders at races about the lack of 
support for certain District 37 tracks, 
and a couple of them had gotten almost 
to the point of being hostile, Why wasn’t 
so-and-so track supported more? How 
come certain tracks get publicity while 
so-and-so gets nothing? We explained to 
them and once they got to thinking about 
it, they simmered down but we think it’s 
food for a column, especially since some 
of the comments have been personal. 

Firstly, neither I or any District 37 
official has anything against any of the 
tracks now running, We might have per- 
sonal riding preferences but as for try- 
ing to make it bad for any track owner, 
that’s ridiculous. Some of us drove miles 
and were instrumental in getting two of 
the current tracks going when the local 
authorities weren’t too sure about having 
motorcycle races in their bailiwicks, 
We attended county and city supervisors 
meetings and proved that scrambles 
riders aren’t barbarians, As for my 
writing about various tracks one of my 
jobs at Cycle News is to cover the point 
runs, so if there are three tracks throw- 
ing races on a Sunday and only one is a 
point run, that is where I will beand that 
is the race that will get the biggest cov- 
erage because policy is to support Dis- 
trict 37 and the sanctioned events. 

So, if people want to get nasty, I can 
even get nastier and quote Chap.IX, Sec, 
B of that jolly good old rule book (cruse 
the durn thing) under the offenses sec- 
tion where a rider can lose his license 
and A.M.A. card, It states ‘‘Knowingly 
entering or taking partin competition not 
sanctioned by the A.M,A.’’ That’sanono 
according to the A.M.A, but should it ever 
be enforced it would wipe out over three- 
quarters of the riders in the District 
(including me) but we hope you see the 
point we’re trying to put over. 

The only reason anyone runs or owns 2 
motorcycle track is to make money, 
right? Owners have to pay for grading, 
equipment, water, land taxes etc.So they 
have to make some bread or go under, 
Most of them now, if there is no point run 
scheduled, throw their own non-sanc- 
tioned races where they make all the 
profit, not sharing anything with a host 
club and it’s the only way they can make 
out, But for years if atrackdidn’thave a 
point run it lay vacant for that Sunday or 
had a ‘practice’? session. It was the 
popularity of the night races at Perris 
that made all the track owners realize 
they were missing an opportunity and 
now all the tracks throw their ownraces 
when there is not a point run, 

As to what tracks are supported, that 
is purely up to the clubs throwing the 
races, They don’t want to pick a track 
and get such a lousy turn-out they can’t 
afford to pay for the rent and the trohies 
or at best break even, They want a bit 
in the treasury too. So we’ll put on our 
skid lid, dodge the flying rocks and make 
a few comments on all of the current 
District tracks running. 

Adelanto, Fastand smooth and it makes 
the big bike riders grin happily. But it 
doesn’t get as much supportinpointruns 
as they should because of the location. 
This time of the year clubs are afraid to 
throw one there because of the heat and 
then a lot of riders don’t want to drive 
that far, “I£ we drive that far, we’ll ride 
the desert, not a lousy five lap race.” 
Good point but another pointis that every 
track is along drive for somebody, We’re 
all strung out over this huge Districtand 
what’s far for you one week can beclose 
the next. Right? 

Bay Mare, Really being whipped into 
shape under the new management and is 
receiving support for point runs because 
it not only has a TT course, ithas moto- 
cross land too so benefits doubly. 

Huntington Beach, Had two good point 
runs when it first opened but clubs now 
shy away from it because there was too 
much controversy with: a. police in the 
pits checking for stolen bikes and b., 
management keeping womenand children 
out of the pits and the arguing that all 
this causes, There will be point runs 
there though now the “TT M,C.” has 
formed with track connected people be- 
longing to the club. They have joined 
District 37 and petitioned for open 
scrambles dates. Now we’ll have to see 
if the riders will support the races with 
the rigid track rules, 

Perris. The most used one in the Dis- 
trict yet there was a time when they al- 
most went under because clubs flocked to 
throw their races at Prado Park and

ownership was having troubles paying 
their operating expenses. But with the 
closing of Prado and the start of their 
night races, Perris has boomed and now 
they have a rough scrambles track laid 
out as well, 

Elsinore. Supported for District night 
races and day ones when the weather is 
cool but some riders shy away from it 
because they feel it is dangerous or not 


because they feel it is dangerous or not 
set up for anything bigger than a 250 but 
it’s still the best spectator track in the 
District and clubs do well when they throw 
a run there.

So there you are, If youhavea favorite 
track and wonder why you don’t get to 
ride it more often on a point run, re- 
member host clubs makes the decision 
where they’re going to run, To track 
owners, for what it’s worth, we suggest 
contacting the scrambles clubs if you 
feel you’re hurting and make an effort to 
get with them and coax them into using 
your facilities, And riders, remember 
this. When a club rents atrackfora run, 
it is their baby for the day. We’ve seen 
a few times when a track owner has been 
jumped all over for things out of his con- 
trol, in other words, club business, The 
rental fee on a track only makes him 
responsible for certain things, so don’t 
always yell at him first!

Steve Nichols (Yamaha) who had just 
won the 100cc Expert Main beating out 
Troy McKee (Hodaka) and Richard Swea- 
ney (Kawasaki), bumped hard with Gary 
Caldwell (Yamaha) around the rock turn 
on the start of the 125 Expert, Neither 
went down, but Steve went right to the 
tires andthe whole gang shot past, The 
rest of the ten laps it was tobe Caldwell 
racking up an impressive lead, he looked 
half-a-mile ahead of the next two who 
were putting on one of the best of the 
day, Al Baker (Yamaha) riding his first
